Your letter file 103<2-5- (£) of the 9th 
instant has been received, and I want to thank you 
for same. 


On my return from Ottawa I got in touch with 
Mr. 0. 0. Javis, War Assets, Calgary, reyardin; Build- 
ing To. 18. I also saw him yesterday in Calgary and 
here is what he had to say. 


Building Yo. 18 has not been released as yet, 
but should be released with the next “group of build 
ings in the very near future. This Recreation Centre 
at one time was requested and used by the army, but 
lately has been abandoned because it was too big. 
Lately also the heating equipment has been taken out 
of the building. 


I will be going to Macleoi within a day or 

two and see if some of the released buildings could 

ve used to advantage. My plans call for cinder block 
construction and a steel truss. The latter is being 
made in my shop at the present time. The cinder blocks 
can be bousht locally. The lumber from the sym or other 
pbuilding could be used for the roof, main floors and 
inside finish. 


I am very anxious to yet on with my plans 
early in the spring, and if you could supply me with 
the following materials, I could go right ahead.

Classroom Blocks, 


There are two residential schools situated on the 
Blood Reserve, namely the Blood (Roman Catholic) School, with a 
pupilage of 150, and the St. Paul's (Anglican) School, with 
@ pupilage of 140. 


Indian Superintendent Kagan, along with the Principals 
of these Schools, has made an extensive survey of buildings of the 
R.C.A.F. cempe in the area of Cardston, Alberta, end has located 
two ideal buildings to fill the educational needs of his reserve. 


These buildings are as described below: 


1. Building No. 38, R.C-A-F. Station, Macleod, Alberta, 


This building is needed at the Blood R.C. Residential 
School as an additional classroom building. It is a former 
[ink Trainer building. It is of frame construction, in very 
good condition, with storm windows and completely shingled 
on the outside. The inside contains four good-sized class- 
rooms, each 25' x 36", a large cloakroom for each classroom, 
a Principal's office and very adequate washroous and furnace- 
room, The ceiling is finished in Ten-Test, the walls are 
lined with 3-ply veneer in very good condition, and the 
whole building is floored with tempered masonite. All 
plumbing and electrical fixtures, 45 well as all heating 
apparatus are still intact. This building was used as 


class- 
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Classrooms during the war and is ideal for the need on the 
Blood Reserve, It can be moved without dismantling; it is 
built in the form of an H, with two classrooms on either 
side and would be moved in three pieces very easily. 


Building 12, 8 ,Station, Pearce, Alberta. 


This building is needed for additional classroom 
space at the St. Paul's Residential School on the Blood 
Reserve, It is similar in every way to the Link Trainer 
building at Macleod, only this building has four classrooms, 
each size 18 - 24, and all on one side of the building. 

This building is 74 feet long and 30 feet wide and complete 
with electrical wiring (although the fixtures are gone) 
Plumbing and heating, There are four cloakrooms, two offices, 
large washroom and heating room, It is ideal for the purpose 
intended and could be moved intact, 
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The Director of the Lands and Buildings Department 
of War Assets Corporation advises that these buildings are available 
at the following prices;- 
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(a) Building No. 38 eave (1,358.60 
(b) Building No, 12 eee 1,160.52 


Both the above prices represent 8% of the cost of construction. 
From our past experience with converting such buildings for school 
use, we immediately requested Inspector Gooderham to advise as to 
the maximum cost of moving these buildings. ie have now received 
an army signal from him, reading as follows:-

MAXIMUM COST MOVING #12 PLARCE $1600 and 438 MaclBUD $2800 - 
stop- RAGAN ESTIMATES TOTAL COST INCLUDING PURCHASE AT

MACLEOD", 


These two buildings will provide classroom accom- 
modation for 150 children in each instance. It will mean that we 
can offer full day tuition for the children at each of these two 
schools and will also emble us to increase the pupilage. It

should be possible to convert one or more of the present class- 
rooms in these schools to additional dormitory use. 


Both these schools are some 30 miles to the south 
and a river lies between them and the airport sites. It will be 
necessary to move these buildings in the near future so as to take 
advantage of the ice now covering the river, 


In a recent letter Superintendent Ragan advised 
this Branch: "As you know, this reserve has over 200 children 
who cannot be educated for lack of accowmodation; we have the 
staff, the land and everything but the buildings." Therefore, 
it is recommended that you consider the inclusion of a sum of 
$12,000.00 in the Supplementary Estimates for the cost, moving 
and setting up of these two classroom blocks for the two 
residential schools as mentioned above, It is estimated that the 
construction of new classroom blocks at these two residential 
schools would cost $40,000.00 for each building, or a total of 
$80,000.00 in all.

The concrete blocks are manufactured in Cardston and the 

All 
labour will be undertaken by Father Charron and his Staff and 
cost of all steel trus » etc. will be borne by the Principal. 


There is no question of the need of a puilding of this type 
at this or any - hool. During the lest winter I have seen 
Indian children“cooped”into small recreation rooms, with little 
or no facilities for play, which has more forcibly brought the 
need of a building of this type to my mind. 


As will be noticed from the plan: it is intended to have 
a large gym floor, with stage with b ing and manual training 
rooms and dormitorgs on either side. It fs the idea of the 
Principal to house the large boys in the dormitory in this 
building, separating them from the smaller boys and thereby 
eliminating the cause for much complaint among 
same time of cour this would allow for a gr 
pro iding the classroom blocks are available. 


It will also be noticed that a room has been set aside for 
a museums Father Charron has one of the most complete collections 
of Indian relics and handicraft in this part of the country and 
it 1s my opinion that these should be displayed in a museun of 
some kind in order that they may be preserved and viewed by the 
public.

be Seavey so fine @ building, even if it were available, which 
apparentviy it is not. 


There 18 1fttle toadd to what the Superintendent 
has said in his letter, except that this has been the pet idea 
of Father Charron for sometime. He has accummulated a lot of 
material and has solicited financial support from organizations 
interested in the welfare and progress of Indianse It would be 
unfortunate if it did not become a reality. 


The financial assistance which he asks from 
you is a small part of the total value of the building. ‘The 
sum of $4,100.00 is not a very great deal of money these days 
and returns should more than justify this expenditure. 


It is submitted in the hope that this assistance 
will be forthcoming. If for any reason the whole amount can- 
not be authorized for such a building, please do not consider 
that the idea will be dropped. Even with a lesser amount, the 
Rev. Father proposes to go ahead and erect the building and 
find the necessary money from outside soupgese It is hoped

‘In our Supplementary Estimates for 1948-49 we have 
already received Ministerial approval to inolude an item of 
$12,000.00 for the conversion of the two R.C.A.F. buildings 
at Pearce and Macleod for use as classroom blocks at the 
Blood and St. Paul's Residential Schools.

Dear Mr. MacKinnons 


The people of Alberta, I am sure, will be 
very pleased to hear that you have accepted the heavy 
responsibility of becoming Minister of Mines and Resources, 
and I hasten to wish you every success in your new Department. 


I believe that this Department should always 
be in charge of a Western man and if possible a man from Alberta. 
The future of Edmonton is bound up with the development of the 
mining and other resources of the North West Territories; the 


three main National Parks are in Alberta, and the larges 
Indian Reserves are in this Province. 


Just so that you will have a problem to deal 
with immediately, I am writing to you with reference to the 
following matter. 


Recently I had a visit from Rev. Father 
Charron of the Blood Indian R.C. Residential ‘chool and he 
eu gecred me to give him any assistance I could on the following 
matter. 


Father Charron at the present tiue is building 
@ gymnasium which is to be used by the Indian children attending 
this school. He has asked the Department of Indian Affairs for 
financial assistance to the amount of $4100.00. He was very 
hopeful that his request would be granted but it now has been 
turned down. 


I enclose copies of the correspondence which 
will give you the complete story. You will note that Mr. Ragan, 
the local Indian Agent wholeheartedly supports the request.

School 
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In support of the request Father Charron pointed out 
that through his personal operation of the farm attached to the 
school he has put in over $25,000.00 in each of the past two years 
towards maintaining the school apart from the Government grant of 
$218.00 per pupil per year paid on the basis of 175 pupils last year. 


You will note that moving the buildings from Macleod 
to the school will increase the classroom and teaching space but 
it will accentuate the need for recreational space. 


At the moment there is one recreation room for boys 
and one for girls, each 40 x 50 with 8 foot ceilings and steel 
posts every nine feet. The sanitary facilities for each room are 
contained in small rooms and have no ventilation. With the posts 
there is no chance for indoor sports or games and the rooms when 
used are badly overcrowded. 


There is a crying need for a gymnasium at this school. 
Due to our Chinook winds the winters are broken and it is 
impossible to carry on an outdoor schedule of skating, hockey, etc. 
The school has no place for plays or visual training. 


As you know there has been strong criticism in the past 
of the conduct of Indian Schools. However, I believe that St. 


Mary's School on the Blood Reserve enjoys an excellent reputation 
and is worthy of some recognition. 


The situation on the Blood Reserve according to Father 
Charron is that there are 195 pupils at his school, 140 at St. 
Paul's Anglican School and somewhere near 200 Indian children 
are running wild on the reserve and not attending school at all. 
He says that the envaeroca on this Reserve has increased from 
1100 in 1931 to 1800 at present and the birth rate at present 
is 47 per 1000. 


If this small amount of $4100.00 can be inserted in 
the supplementary estimates I am sure that it will serve a very 
useful purpose and will gladden the lives of 195 Indian children 
who at the best do not enjoy a very full life.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of June 12 
concerning the gymnasium for the Blood Residentiak School. When 
Father Charron visited the Indian Affairs Branch last winter, he 
Tequested that consideration be given to the purchase of building 
No, 18 at the Macleod R.C.A.F. station. You will note in Father 
Plourde's letter of January 20 that he makes the following statement: 
"If the Principal is able to secure the recreational gymnasium of the 
R.C.A.F,. establishment at Macleod, the construction of thig recreation 
contre will become relatively easy.” 

We then wrote to the War Assets Corporation concerning 
this building and were advised that it had not yet been declared 


surplus. The cost of this building would probably have been between 


$1,000 and $1,500. aedpont 
We were then edvi that the idea of purchasing 


building No. 18 as a gymnasium for the school had been abandoned 
completely. It was on this occasion that we wore advised that 
$4,100.00 would be required for the construction of the gymnasium.

If this work had not been done by Mr. Weston 
it would have been necessary to have the tunnel built in 
order to carry the water and drinage pipes. As stated in 
my memorandum of Februery 9, Mr. Ragan has been written 
to concerning the issuing of authority for such contracts 
without first receiving official approval, and we feel 
confident that there will be no repetition of such matters. 


I would, therefore, recommend that you 
authorize payment of the account in the amount of $2,428.02. 
Funds for this payment are being held in our appropriation 
for the fiscal year 1948-19.

I must first thank you for the kind offer of 
assisting financially to advance our provincial champion boxer 
to the Dominion finals. Unfortunately, the class he was in was 
not competing in Vancouver. However I hope to be able in the 


near future to send you a picture of this Indian Boy who has 
shown great ablility. 


The work on the classroom block is at a standstill. 
We are expecting the "go ahead" signal fromp Ottawa. I. fear 
that if the work is not continued immediately, the classrooms 
will not be ready by September. I do hove that we will soon be 
favoured with a favourable answer from you, telling us to finish 


the whole thing. 


I plan to have two classrooms in the basement, 
and I am enctosing a diagram of what divisions we plan to have 
in that basement. The classrooms would no doubt be dull, and 
even unsanitary, dué to humidity if they were not finished, 
So would the sewing room,and the kitchen. The woodwork-shop could 
stay at it is. 5000 ft of stoneboard at $55.00 a theusand gould 
take care of the material, labour and lumber partitions extra. 
I only wish that it would be possible for you, to see for yourself 
the necessity of those partitions and the finishing of the base- 
ment which we consider a minimum, 
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I was given to understand by Fr. Plourde 0.M.I., 
that you could supply us with women lay teachers from the Mari- 
times. I already have on the teaching staff five teachers. One 
more would be required. The Grey Nuns are unable to give us an 
additional one. Would you be so kind as to give me the address 
or assist me in any way in getting a teacher. We could provide 
accomodation (room and board) for a teacher (single).

To attempt to remedy this situation 
we called ir Hall Brothers, the only Plumber in Cardston and had them 
s the oven over. They told me that the oven was worn and burned 
out but that they believed that a new fire box would make it service- 
able. As bread must be paked, I told them to epeir the oven as an 
emergency measure so that 4t could again be used. 
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Hall Brothers installed a ocmplete new fire box, Y pipe, and 
made other small repairs to t et of $375.25 FSF the oven amd w+ 
still norbuild up temperature hold +e ung on windy days, which 
is practically 90% of the time here, the oven gmokee so badly that it 
drives the sister cooks from the kitchen. We have again had Hall 
Brothers look at the oven and they now tell me that they have done 
all they poseibly cen to make thie oven work and that the only solution 


is a new ovem. 


I have asked the Rev. Father Lafrance hie views and he agrees with 
the Plumbers and requests thet a 150 loaf capacity coal fire oven be 
purchased immedi ely. The Rev, Principal is now buying bread and if 
it 4g at all poseible to replace the oven at the Blood R. C. Indian 
Residential School this fiscal yeer, we would certainly recommend that

Limited for 30 beds and 30 mattresses for the above 
mentioned sci.ool, Before this equipment was delivered, 
there was @ change in Principals, and the new Principal 
decided that it would be preferable to have double decker 
bunks, which would occupy less floor space. 


In the case of the Blood Residential School, 
securing the bunke made it possible to provide sleeping 
accommodation for 10 more children than by providing the 
30 beds. This change was made by the Principal himself 
without firat consulting the Department, although it is 
understood that he consulted the Indian Superintendent. 
We have pointed out to both these officials that they hed 
no authority to make the change \ithout first obtaining 
official approval. 


However, the bunks are now in use at the school, 
and T would appreciate it if you would change the Purchase 
Order to read bunks instead of beds, in order that the 
account will be accepted by the Treasury ranch. I attach 
the account and you will notice that the firm charge Sales 
Tex and that the Principal paid the difference between 
the totel of the original Purchase Order, nemely $772.50, 
and the totul of the Voucher, namely $786.00.

I wish to refer to your letter of March 29th, file 104/6é-1-1, 
which quoted a telegram from Col. Neary regarding exchange of a 
Bake Oven and autherising up to $1000.00 for structural changes at 
the Blood Sehool to handle the lerger Bake Oven. 


Father Lafrance and I have gone over this problem thoroughly 
and we have the following recommendation to offer. It is suggested 
that the present Manual Training Shop in the new classroom block 
of thie school be made into the Bake Room. This room lends itself 
very well to this as the large chimney of the clessrom block is 
on one of the walls, the room ig well lighted and very handy to the 
dinning room and kitchen, the wae cha#ges required to this 
room into a Bake Room would be practically nil. This would Y of 
course, provided other room for Manual Training, interest in which is 
growing very rapidly at thie school. For this we mean to build an 
entirely new work shop behind the present school gymasium, this shop 
to be designed for all modern power tools and so forth. This new 
work shop, of course, will cost much more than the $1000.00 allowed 
fer by the Department, but Father Lafrance is willing to pay all 
costs of this building above the $1000.00 from school funds. 
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We whole heartedly recommend this procedure to the Department 
as it will give a much needed building for the Manuel Training 
Class, provide beautiful, large, well lighted Bake Room ani all at 
@ minimum cost to the Department. If authorized, it is recommended

The older boys assist with different chores 
around the barns and buildings. There is no regular 
manual training shop for carpentry or mechanical 
work. The Principal is arranging to open a shop in a 
fair-sized frame building near the main building. 
This has a brick chimney, and he intends installing 
a coal stove to heat same, as soon as he can procure 
one. I looked over the building, and found it quite 
suitable as regards size and lighting. Brother 
Turcotte, to whom the Principal refers as "Supervisor 
of Manual Training" will be in charge. At present 
they have no tools, and I was asked if it would be in 
order to forward a requisition for same. My reply was, 
that I would certainly recommend same, and that I 
believe the Department would give the request their 
kind consideration.

MANUAL TRAINING 


Good work is being done in this line; It 
has been found that the work shop -- a separate 
building from the main school building -- is cold 
in winter and rather difficult to heat, for which 
reason work in this room is not being carried on 
during cold weather. The Principal has prepared 
plans for enlarging this building, which will 
double the floor space. This will be properly 
finished, lined inside and insulated, and a proper 
floor laid. When arranged, it will comprise a 
number of ordinary carpenter's work benches, a 
forge, anvil, vice and bench, etc., and will have 
double doors to allow a truck, tractor, or other 
smaller-sized farm machinery to be brought inside 
for rewsiring or overhauling at any time of the 
year. The shop is now equipped with an electric 
welding unit. The tools now in use are well cared 
for and kept in separate lockers. There is a fair 
supply of material -- boards, planks, etc. -- on 
hand. This is neatly piled in different sizes. 
Good work is being done in this shop. 


A new wind-break -- 8-foot board fence -- 
was built around the winter stock feed plot this 
summer. The older boys helped with this work, which 
is very well done.

ing assertion that Chief Pakan and his Band had no right

It is not to be wondered at that those who took an 
active part in the Rebollion,and who were put in jail 
for it for several months, are the onos who are using 
their energies and time towards the establishment of the 
said Church in the proposed sites When such men are the 
leading spitits in any project one can hardly expect 
any good to come from it. 

Before going any farther may I be allowed to ask 
several questionss To whom does this Reserve belong?

Catholics, and in order to obviate as much as possible, 
the ill feeling which would in all probability continue 
to exist, I induced the Indians of that portion of the 
Saddle Lake Reserve owned by Pakan and his followers w 
consent to move over to Blue Quill's portion, so that 
all those claiming adherence to that Denomination, nume 
bering abouf 30 odd souls, might be togethere These

and I believe it is, Mre H. Reed caused her to be offer- 
ed that she might send her children to Rerina where 
there was no lack of roome This poor women, notwith- 
standing her past disorderly life, such a life very 
jlikely caused by her poverty, would not consent to ex- 
nose her children to the denzer of losing the faith in 
which they had been baptisede As there was room at 
Lake la Biche, I sent the two little boys there and

1 understand the Departaent being obliged to limit the 
number of aduissions te the various boarding Schools since 
the necessary monies have to be voted by the Commons. 

There 16 nevertheless one fact, whieh is that the 
Department, has to provide the Indians with the means éf 
educating their ehildren end that shortly there will oaly 
be the Soarding Schools, the venefit of whieh the children 
will be able to have. 

When the Catholic Boarding schools have reached their 
maxism as fixed by the Department, it has sometimes happened 
that Catholic children have been sent to Protestant schools. 

It would be tolerable if in these eehoole the children’s 
faith and parent's wishes were respected, if the children 
could go to Catholic services m Sunday and Feasts, and if 
the Catholic Priest could ge to these Institutions te cate- 

_ ehise these peer ehildren- This should take place in 
all justice and has been promised te me by Hon. John A. Mase 
Donald in a letter of the 9th December 1886- 

These promises have been made anew by the Hon- B. Dewdney 
viva voce and by writing on the Sth September 1690. 
The Commissioner has been made 
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aware of these promises, but they have remained without 
effect. The Catholic Missionary has not been even 
able to speak to the children kept in these Inetitutions- 
Having shom Sir John Ac MacDonald's and Hone Be Dewd- 
-ney’s letters to the Inspector of the Catholic Schools, 
I requested him to be kind enough to make sure whether 
there were Catholic children in the Protestant Indus- 
trial School of Battleforde The Inspector was no more 
admitted there than the Catholic Priest, and was blamed

With reference to letter on attached file, 
from Rev.Father Grondin,the undersigned begs to state that 
the Indians referred to have not been wilfully neglected 
put treated on a woll defined policy whioh is to leave 
hunting Indians in outlfying districts to their own re- 
sources,until the failure of the hunt may oonvince them 
of the necessity for settling down and learning to farn; 
vecause, i? persuaded to do so before having been so con- 
vinoced,it is found that they go off on the hunt and ne- 
gleot their farmins at the most important soasons,and yet 
depend on their farms sufficiently to create a certain 
indifference with regard to energetically phosecuting the 
munt,and then endeavour to hold the Department responsible 
and throw themselves upon it. 

Acs the Indians decide eS tetonens, 
the undersigned would recommend that,in accordance with 
the policy which has proved so successful at Onion Lake 
and other points,in stead of giving them a separate reser- 
ve, involving, sooner or later,the provision of a Farming 
Instructor,and a not inconsiderable expenditure in other 
ways,they be made to join the reserve at Saddle Lake,where 
all the machinery for their instruction and supervision 
exists and where they would benefit by the help and ex- 
ample of otfiers who have already become farmers. There is 
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a band there of their oo-religionists,and some land 
might be added to the reserve if the owners demand it in 
consideration of the aiiition to their mumbers. 

It has not been considered inconsistant with 
the policy defined to send the Iniians some relief when 
emergency has arisen,and such has been done; but to give 
suoh assistance as now asked for would only retard the 
eventual settlement of the Indians,and do more harm than 
goode 

In any oase,Lao la Biohe is not a good lo- 
vality for the Indians,surrounded as it is by Half Breeds 
who can hardly eke out an existence. As to oattle,such 
Indians do hot understand their care,and soon tire of 
them,and either let them starve,or kill and eat them. 

The fact that these Iniians forfeited Treaty 
rights by disloyalty during the Rewellion exonerates 
the Devartment from any charge of breaking faith with 
them in oarrying out a policy wiiich experience teaches 
to be in their own as well as the Department's best 
interests; and as a matter of fact the Treaty stirulation 
relative to choice of reserves was " That the Chief 
" Superintendent of Indian Affairs shall depute and send 
" a suitable person to determine and set apart the re- 
" serves for each band,after consulting with the Indians 
" thereof as to the locality which may be found to be 
" most suitable for them.*

In your letter of the 22nd June No 113, 
you seem surprised that I did not accept the 
offer made to me by Mr J.Ross,to receive 5 
children of the Blue Quill day school at $60.00 


per annum.

prived of they instruetion they are receiving, 
and that there was nothing to show that this 
diminution of the grnat was only temporary, 
Although to me this offer was much,! had 30 
Indian children and was paid for 23 only. 

With such a number above the 23,1 think I 
vas justified in making a remark about the 
diminution of the grant for the five I mas 
asked to receive.

Charge 2."Lunch about the same as brea fast and no sugar 
"in the tea" Complainant thought children should have soup, 
meat and potatoes or other vegetables, bread and putter and 
tea with sugar therein.

I shall attach herewith the Rev'd.father Husson's 
answers to the charges made and I desire to say that the 
teacher referred to as having a strong French accent in 
her speach was absent and that I'm unable, therofor, to 
stato whether "Broght Byes" complaint is r-asonable or 
othorvise, 

I examined a lot of bread nowly taken from the 
oven. Tt was Light, sweet and well baked. Evidently a good 
grade of flour is purchased, better than some lots I have 
seen delivered under contract to the Department and for 
issue to the Indians and to the officers of the Devartment 

Personally I am not in sympathy with educating 
children to demand sugar in and on every thing set before 
them to eat. Yell cooked porridge with good milk 1s suffic- 
lently good for me and think it should be for all children.

Mr. Scott,- 


Mr. Commissioner Graham requests that provision be 
made for an additional number of pupils at the Blue Quills 
Boarding School. He states that Inspector Murison, who recently 
returned from the Saddle Lake Agency, informed him that seven- 
teen children have been admitted from the Beaver Lake Band, 
which is some hundred of miles norths of Saddle Lake Agency. 
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The grant at present allowed is for 45 pupils at 
$145.00 per capita, the school being. seeded as Class "A" since 
January lst, 1919. During the year 918 extensive repairs were 
made to the school building. Excavations were made under the 
main building and a concrete basement put in, A steam heating 
plant and a sewage system were installed and an isolation 
hospital fitted up in the old laundry building and the walle 
agd floors of the main building renovated. The floor space in 
the dormitories was not enlarged and in a memorandum hereunder 
from Mr. Ogilvie, the Bee Architect, he stated the accommodatim 
in the boys' dormitory to be suitable for 19 boys and in the 
girls for 23, equal to 42 pupils, and, as the floor space is 
ample, one or two additional pupils might be allowed in excess, 
thus providing for the 45 pupils for which the grant is authorized 


The Commissioner states that he has been told that the 
school has accommdation for the 17 extra pupile who have recently 
been admitted and that the Sisters in charge cannot begin to 
carry on the work and feed this additional number of children 
without receiving a grant therefor. The December quarter return 
has not yet been received, but there were 42 children on the 


roll at the end of September. 


If is is intended to provide for the children recently 
brought into the school it would require a grant for at aleast 
an additional 15 pupils. It will, no doubt, be possible to ,pro- 
vide for that numbe§ from the general appropriation for Indian 


Education and I shall be pleased to have your decision as to 
whether 
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whether the request of the Commissioner be opmplied with and 
an additional pupilage be provided. It would require a total 
of $2,175.00 to provide a yearly per capita grant for 15 extra 
pupils at the same rate as is allowed for the other 45 pupils 
already provided for. If the grant for the above extra number 
i approved, I would recommend that it date from January lst, 
ast. 


It might be well, however, to first ascertain definitey 
the number of children the school can accomodate, taking into 
account the requirements as to air space in the dormitories and 
Classeroom. Mr. Ogilvie's report on the matter is tuhed out 
hereunder, and, as far as I am aware, no additions have since 


been added to the buildings.

The main building is a frame three story structure with a 
full sized basement, It is steam heated and has a Delco light- 
ing plant installed which was temporarilly out of use at the 
time of my visit owing to the batteries being burned out, The 
basement has a high ceiling and cement floor and is equipped 
as a wash room, Water is pumped into a storage tank end from 
there is piped through the building for fire protection and all 
other requirements, Outside stairways from each floor are pro= 
vided as fire escppes. 


There are two dormitories for the girls and one for the

36" x 90' with a large loft for storing feed, This building 
adds to the appearance of the place, The buildings and grounds 
are neatly fenced in and present a well kept appearance, 
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There is only sufvicient land in connection with the school 
to permit them to crop 15 avres, The sisters, however, this 
season rented 50 acres from the Indians and seeded 65 acres 
from which they threshed 1500 bushels of oats, There garden 
yielded 500 bushels of potatoes and sufficient vegetables for 
the use of the school,

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Their live stock consiste of 48 cattle, 20 pigs and 75 
poultry, They milk 10 cows in summer and 4 during the winter 
months.

With reference to the remarks in my report 
for the month of December, concerning the matter of 
certain girls running away from achool, I beg to 
submit the following; - 

On the 29th December, Rev.Father Gabillon, 
Principal of the Blue Quill's Residential school, 
advised me that three of the girls were absent and 
asked if I would look into the matter. I accordingly 
went to the school in the afternoon and on my arrival, 
wae informed that the girle had just been brought in. 
They were Veronica Memnook, age 17 years, Angela Houle, 
age 16 years and Celestine Brighteyes, age 15 years. 
On making enquiries, I found that the girle had been 
out all night with several young Indians. A young man, 
Maxime Houle, had on the Sunday previous, asked the 
girle to arrange to run away on Tuesday evening. He 
had evidently arranged to have two other boys with him 
put from what I could gather, there were from two to 
six boye out with the girls during the night. The 
following names of Indian boys were given me by the 


Stace Maxime Houle, Leo Gladu, Norris Delver, Isaac 
ampson, Johnnie Cryer and Morris Cardinal. From 
information given me at the echool, it would appear 
that one or two of these boys have been the source of 
considerable trouble’ at the institution on previous 
occasions.

A eugzestion wae made that Veronica Memnook, 
whe apparently acted as leader of the trio, might be 
discharged at once and allowed to marry Norrie Delver 
with whom ehe was with. I advised strongly againet 
adepting thie procedure at the present time and suggested 
that the girl be kept in school for another two or three 
months at least. I was of the opinion that if Veronica 
was discharged immediately on account of her escapade, 
some of the older girle would be inclined to follow her 
example whenever they wished for an excuse to leave 
school. In any case, Norrie Delver is still under 16 
years, 
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I should be glad to have your instructions 
and advice in the matter.

Quill Kesidential School on March 17th lest, and made 
a general inspection of thet institution. there are 


69 pupils enrolled; 3 were absent on account of sickness 


on the date of my visit. ‘here are two class rooms 
provided. @he children were assembled and 1 noted their 
appearance and made a brief examination. I noted an 
improvement in the pronunciation of snglish. There has 
been a change in the teaching staff since my last visit 
@ yoar ago. whe pupils presented & clean and healthy 


appearance. there has been very little sickness among

them during the past year. whey were warmly dressed and 


their appearance is an {ndication that they are receiving 
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ample nourishing food. 

The dormitories 1 found well aired and quite 
ample for the present enrollment. Authority has been 
granted for the admission of an additional 10 pupils, and 
sleeping accommodation for that number of the larger 
poys is being provided in one of the outbuildings, with 
a Lay Brother in chargee iL examined this new dormitory 
and would report that it is quite adequate in size to 
accommodate the extra pupilage authorized end quite 
suitable for the purposé.

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This school is under the auspices of the 
Roman vatholic vuhurch. ‘the ev. Ve Gabillion, Osiele, 
is Principal. whe xev. sister Gourneyer of the Order of 
Grey Nuns, is the business manager. She is assisted by 
a staff of six Sisters, which includes a trained nurse, 
2 teachers, a cook, laundress and seamstress, all of 
whom appear to be quite capable in their own de partments. 
vhe girls are taught knitting and sewing, and practically 
all the clothing of the pupils is made by the girls under 
the supervision of a sister. whey had quite a lot of
